I  beg  to  express  my  oonourrenoe  in  the  request  that 
Earl  Browder  be  immediately  released  from  Atlanta  penitentiary 
by  an  aot  of  Executive  olemenoy. 

The  sentence  of  four  years  and  a  $2,000  fine  imposed  upon 
him  on  a  charge  of  a  minor  infraction  of  a  passport  regulation, 
I  am  firmly  convinced,  is  unduly  harsh.  An  examination  of  all 
convictions  for  violations  of  the  passport  laws  in  the  Southern 
District  of  New  York,  where  he  was  tried,  reveals  that  suspended 
sentences,  or  sentences  of  from  thirty  to  ninety  days  are  the 
usual  penalty.  Mr.  Browder  has  already  served  more  than  the 
equivalent  of  a  one  year  sentence  and  has  paid  the  fine  of  $2,000. 

I  believe  that  Mr.  Browder' s  political  philosophy  should 
not  be  an  issue  in  this  case,  but  the  unjust  sentenoe  of  four 
years  lends  itself  to  that  oharge.

EVEN  with  the  bleesingi  of  th«  Supreme  Court,  tho 
powers-that-be  will  not  be  aWe  to  halt  the  struggle* 
of  lobor  and  the  American  people  against  the  war-dicta- 
torship program  of  the  Roosevelt  Administration  which 
has  already  dragged  our  country  into  the  European  con- 
flict.
